Hundreds of Negroes Boycott 
Boston Classes During Protest

Hundreds of Negro high school atudents boycotted their classes today in Boston 
in a "freedom stay-out" protest against segregation. Negro leaders estimated that 
between 2,000 and 3,000 of about 5,000 Negro junior and senior high school stu- 
dents stayed away from school. Those who cut classes reported to "freedom cen- 
ters" for instruction in Ne- " 
gro -history and other sub- 
jects. 

- Although the boycott was or- 
derly, e( special police riot squad 
stood by to move Into any toou- 
bis spots. 

In New York, a beefed -up 
force of more than 100 policemen 
patroled a section of. HaYlem 
where street flght^y Involving 
about 1,000 Negroes.^rokc out 
last night. Twenty-five Negroes 
were orrested and two policemen 
were Jnjured slightly.

A few Mnffic Valley residents who 
have been working hard for years trying, 
to make a dream cpme true are nearing 
their goal, a mental health treatment 
center for Magift Valley. Commisaionera 
<if two Magic Valley counties have ap- 
proved the principle of the treatment 
' center and others are expected to follow 
■ suit. Even the tentative approval repre- 
sents a major victoryr indlcating resi- 
dents of Magic Valley are starting to 
understand what can be accomplished 
by such a center. , , t* 

The victory hasn't come easily. It 
wasn't too many months ago that a meet- 
ing of a mental health group saw only 
the same few interested people on hand. 
Gradually, others started to attend and 
the word spread, A mental health treat- 
ment center Is a place where those in 
need can obtain psychiatric help before 
hospitalization or, possibly, restraint to 
some degree becomes a necessity. 

Much of the credit for the progress 
made to date belongs to Mrs. Harold 
Henderson, Gooding, who has served as 
president of the Idaho Mental Health 
association, Years ago, Mrs. Henderson 
came in contact with a case that led to 
a tragedy she feels could have been 
averted if psychiatric help had been 
available. As she became interested and 
learned more of the background, she was 
convinced the tragedy need never have 
happened. Ever since, Mrs, Henderson 
has been working for a mental health 
treatment center in Magic Valley. Gradu- 
ally, others have become interested-untll 
Ihe mental health organization today rep- 
resents a good cross-section of the popu- 
lation.- . 

If the treatment center Is established, 
Magic Valley shouldn't expect spectacu- 
lar results'immediately. It will be a slow 
process of building the center to a point 
where it will have proper utilization. 
Even then, success will be slow and quiet. 
Great strides have been made for accept- 
ance of the mentally ailing, but still no 
one goes around announcing such illness. 
' Doctors will play a large role in suc- 
cess of any mental health treatment 
center. By referring patients they wJI] 
be able to obtain an examination that 
may be needed and would never be given 
any other way. Friends and reiativea of 
persons who need help also might have 
more success In getting a prospective 
patient to a local center, rather than 
traveling some distance to see a psychia- 
trist in an institution, 
The mere fact that competent help Is 
^ near at hahd will be a powerful factor 
in giving psychiatric aid where it fs 
needed. And If public understanding and 
Acceptance of mental illness continues to 
ffrow as it has in the past few years, 
another major obstacle will have been 
overcome. 
Is it worth while? Consider the cir- 
ynStalweB that aroused the interest of 
Ira. ' Henderson. What monetary value 
cimT>e placed on averting even ^ single 
traged y In a community?

TradlUonat and treaty fishing rlghU ot Ameri- 
cana in Canadian waten — between the three 
and 13-mile llmlla — and of Canadians In Amerl' 
can waters would be respected. But Inradm 
drawing on the adjacent stocks of fish on tlie 
continental ahelves — chiefly the Russians and 
Japaneoe — would be held outelde the la-mlla 
zone. 

The Russians and Japanese have been mak- 
ing heatr laroada on bottora fish and crabs In 
the Bering aea and Oulf of Alaska within % 
rlfie-shol ot shore.
